Cravats. | 


Professor Hamiltou’s remarks at the 
Medical College on asphyxia, and 
particularly that form’ caused by wearing 
tight cravats, may be of interest to the 
general reader: 

Cravats were first worn by the Croats in 
the sixteenth century, as ai part of their 
military dress. 

Public speakers, members of Congress, 
and clergymen hang themselves by wearing 
cravats and stocks, high and tight, thereby 
impeding the returm of blood from the 
head; this can be explained on physiologi- 
eal principles. The brain, in speaking, is 
excited to increased action, a larger «jan- 
tity of blood is sent to the substance, and 
unless it can find a speedy return, produces 
congestion and apopléxy, 

Students are not Altogether free from 
the effects of ligation of the neck. It is 
surprising how little pressure is necessary 
to prevent the ready flow of blood from 
the head. Those who bend their heads for- 
ward as.in writing or studying, are apt to

All lands on which clover or the grasses 
are grown must either_have lime in them 
natnrally, or that mineral must be supplied 
in the form of stone-lime, oyster-lime, or

will be benefited by application of phos- 
phate of lime, and it is unimportant wheth- 
er the deliciency is supplied in the form of 
hone-dust, guano, native phosphate of lime,

No lands can be preserved in a high state 


of fertility, unless clover and the grasses

Mould is indispensable in every soil, and 
a healthy supply can alone be preserved 
through the cultivation of clover and the 
grasses, the turning in of green crops, or by 
the application of tomposts rich in the ele- 
ments of mould.
